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Ford Busy With Plans

During Florida Vacation 


EW YORK, Feb, 21.—Henry Ford is busy with plans 
for a large automobile plant in Russia which will pro- 
duce both automobiles and tractors, of simplifying produc- 
tion on his present car, and withrubber production on Amer- 
ican soil, according to a copyrighted United Press dispatch 





from Ft. Myers, Fla., where Mr. Ford is wintering. 


His revised plans for the plant in* 
Russia are almost certain to meet 
with the approval of the Russian 
government, Mr. Ford said. Re- 
jection of the first draft of the 
project was “all a misunderstand- 
ing on the part of the Russian gov- 
ernment officials, who did not quite 
get the right idea from the men 
we. sent over to negotiate,” he ex- 
plained. 

Mr. Ford is spending a great deal 
of his time with his friend, Thomas 
A. Edison. 

Asked the nature of his ex- 
periments here this winter with 
Edison, Ford said: “We are work- 
ing hard on an extremely diffi- 
cult problem. We are trying to 
make a straight line out of a cir- 
cle. No, it is no joke, for we are 
working many hours on it. The 
Ford factories employ 800 men to 
make bushings. Just think of a 
production of 7,000 automobiles 
each day, with each car requiring 
sixteen such bushings. We are 
working out a problem of saving 
a great deal by doing away with 
this particular part.” 

Referring to Edison’s search fora 
plant to produce rubber on Ameri- 
can soil, Ford said he had utmost 
confidence in the result of Edison's 
study. 

“Mr. Edison knows exactly what 
he is doing,” Ford said. “He is not 
only seeking to develop a rubber 
bearing plant, but is also finding 
valuable uses for the by-products.” 
Rubber experiments will be started 
early this summer on the 20,000 acre 
tract along the Ogeechee River, in| 
Georgia, that Ford has turned over | 
to Edison. | 

Ford’s view of aviation is that | 
| 


the airplane has a place of its 

own in the transportation field. 

“It will not affect the railroads 
or automobile travei to any 
marked extent,” said he, “because 
it has created a new and impor- 
tant place for itself.” 

The perfect aircraft of the future 
will be a sort of “amphibian dirig- 
ible,” he believes—“‘a combination of 
dirigible, land and sea plane.”

First Roosevelt 8 
| Off Line Shipped 
| For European Show 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 21.—The 
first Rocsevelt Eight rolled off 
the assembly line in the Marmon 
factory here yesterday and was 
immediately boxed for export and 
| started on its way to Switzerland, 
| where it will be exhibited at the 
| forthcoming Geneva International 
Automobile Show period. 

This will be the first showing 
of the new Roosevelt abroad and 
follows the announcement in the 
Automotive Daily News of Febru- 
ary 16 that G. M. Williams, presi- 
dent of Marmon, and Frank L. 
Hambly, export manager, will sail 
for Europe on March 1 to in- 
troduce the Roosevelt overseas. 

While Roosevelt production is 
just beginning, the output of the 
Marmon models 68 and 78 is now 
being maintained at the rate of 
100 units per day to supply the 
immediate demands of the com- 
pany’s distributors and dealers. 

It is expected that this output 
of Marmon cars will soon be in- 
creased in line with the heavy 
scheduled production of _ the 
Roosevelt prior to and following 
its public introduction March 23.

By this method, it is 
said, more than fifty parts are elim- 
inated.

This cable 
is made up either of single wires or | 
of strands, of which each contains | 
considerable number of wires. |

vidually formed to shape before the | 
cable is laid, hence they retain thets | 
position when the cable is cut. The 
cable ends or fittings are joined to| 
the cable by what is called a Tru-| 
Loc. An axial hole is drilled into 
or through the hub of the fitting, of 
a diameter equal to the maximum 
diameter of the cable. The end of| 
the cable is then inserted into this | 
hole and the material of the hub| 
is swaged down upon the cable by | 
a hydraulic swaging process, which | 
causes the metal of the fitting to! 
flow into the interstices between the | 
individual wires of the cable, mak- 
ing a very secure joint.

CHICAGO YELLOW CAB 
CAPITAL UP $1,728,484 


Chicago, Feb. 21.—K. L. Ames, Jr., 
president of the Chicago Yellow Cab 
Company, in his statement to stock- 
holders accompanying the annual 
report, says: “Attention is called to 
he fact that at |) sid of 1928 the 
company was lending $2,500,000 in 
the call money market. Current as- 
sets were increased by $692,957 and 
current liabilities were reduced by 
$1,035,527, making a net addition to 
working capital during the year of 
approximately $1,728.484. 

“This improvement in cash posi- 
tion was achieved despite the extraor- 
dinary expenditures made by the 
company last year. T iding pub- 
lic was given the benefit of a sub- 
stantial reduction in taxicab fares, 
involving approximately $1,000,000 in 
the company’s revenues; our drivers 
were given an increase in wages of 
$650,000, making their wage scale 
the highest in the company’s history; 
and $625,000 was expended for new 
equipment and a new repair shop.”

New York, Feb. 21.—Setbacks in 
the foreign markets were reflect- 
ed in the local Rubber Exchange 
here yesterday, and February and 
March deliveries closed 10 points 
lower and May forward closed 
with losses of 30 to 40 points.

CHECKER CAB MANUFACTURING CORPORATION 
FTER several years of hesitation, Checker Cab Manu- 
facturing Corporation seems to have definitely hit its 
stride. The stock of this company sold on the New York 
Curb as low as $1 per share in 1925, $4 in 1926, $3 in 1927 
and $10 in 1928. Its recent level has been in the 80s, and 


increased assets back of the stock have put it there. 
Here are some of the causes behind the rapid advance of this stock 
since March, 1928:— 


Net income of $1,218,648, or $3.25 a share on 375,000 common 
shares in 1928, compared with a deficit of $283,341 in 1927. The 1928 
figure is taken from the preliminary report of the company for the 
year. 

On the basis of orders on hand and the proposed production 
schedule, earnings in 1929 may exceed $10 per share and perhaps 
reach $12. If so, dividends will be in order. 

January, 1929, production was 963 cabs, compared with 407 in 
December and 142 in January, 1928. Production schedule for February 
called for at least 1,000 cabs, as against 295 in this month a year ago. 

In June, 1928, all advances made by the Commercial Credit Com- 
pany to the corporation were repaid and new management was put in, 
the finance company withdrawing any hand in the management. 

New plant for the manufacture of bodies, which is under con- 
struction in Kalamazoo, Mich., adjacent to its main plant, will call 

+for no new financing and will bring about operating economies of 
about $350,000 a year. The old body plant will be disposed of. 

The reason no new financing would be needed is the strong 
financial condition of the company. It has $3,400,000 in cash and call 
loans on February 1, 1929. 

Arrangements are being made whereby Morris Markin, new 
Checker president, will hold an advisory and supervisory position 
over the operations of a number of important taxicab operating com- 
panies in New York, Chicago, Boston, Baltimore, Washington and 
other cities, with the understanding that these operators would enter 
into contracts with Checker Manufacturing for their cab requirements 
over a period of years. 

Since the new model was introduced in November, the company 
has booked orders for approximately 5,000 cabs, this number exceeding 
by a good margin the entire output in 1928. One thousand had been 
delivered up to February 1 and the remaining 4,000 orders called 
for units valued at about $10,000,000. 

Indications were that output in first quarter would exceed 3,000 
taxicabs. If this proves true the net profit the quarter alone will 
approach $5 a share. 

The Checker Cab Manufacturing Corporation was formed in February, 
1923, in New Jersey, to succeed a Delaware corporation of the same name, 
It makes taxicabs and controls the Cab Service and Parts Corporation. 

Its plants consist of the old Handley Motors factory at Kalamazoo, 
where chassis are constructed, and the old Dort Motor Car Company

| division. As stated previously, a new body plant is under way. 


The capital stock comprises 500,000 shares of common authorized, 
with 375.000 shares outstanding. All the old preferred stock outstanding 


lin 1927 was converted during 1928 into common on a share for share 


basis. The authorized stock was increased from 250,000 to 500,000 shares 


| in October, 1928, after having been increased from 200,000 to 250,000 shares 
| in June of the same year. 


The company was able to place a large issue 
of common stock privately last year without making a public offering. 

The corporation now has an organization sufficiently complete to 
handle all of its own selling and financing. It took over as of November 
1, 1928, the W. P. B. Sales Company and the Fisk Discount Corporation, 
which had heretofore handled its business in New York. This completed 
the organization, as sales outside of New York had always been handled 
by the corporation. The name of the W. P. B. Company has been 
changed to Checker Cab Sales Corporation. 

When Morris Markin was chosen as president last June, Jack Tuttle 
was named vice-president in charge of production, and other officers 
were elected as follows: G. P. Hopkins, vice-president; R. E. Oakland, vice- 
president and treasurer; F. L. Haveron, secretary, and C. J. Jones, assist- 
ant treasurer. New directors included Mr. Haveron, Jacques Moos, 
Graham Adams, Moritz Rothberger and E. F. Gillespie, the latter being 
president of E. F. Gillespie & Co., stock brokerage house of New York 
and Philadelphia. It was reported just a year ago now that Walter Reid 
of Maine, one of the heaviest holders of Mack Trucks, Inc., stock, had 
bought heavily into Checker Cab Manufacturing, in fact, it was stated 
at the time that his holdings constituted control of the company, 

Approximately 90 per cent. of the company’s business in the past has 
been done in New York city and vicinity and the corporation now intends 
to seek business in other large centers. : It is estimated that one-third 
of the 21,000 cabs operating in New York are Checkers.
